Independent claims 1,7 and 12 are allowable over prior arts of record. Claims 2- 
3,5-6,8,10-11,13-14 and 16-17 depend on Claims 1,7 and 12,therefore they are 
allowed. Independent Claims 1,7 and 12 recite the. limitations "wherein the most 
significant mode is determined by mode tracking across scales, the mode 
tracking beginning with a unique mode defined at a relatively large scale and 
tracking that mode toward a relatively smaller scale". The conibined teachings of 
the closest prior art references Cham (US 6314204) and Hazma (US 7099796) 
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fail to teach wherein the most significant mode is determined by mode tracking 
across scales, the mode tracking beginning with a unique mode defined at a 
relatively large scale and tracking that mode toward a relatively smaller scale as 
recited in Claims 1,7 and 12.
